The latter trend has been slow 
but sustained ever since the demo- 
cratic half of the former Reich be- 
gan to recover from the stunned 
paralysis of the early post-war days. 
That it has not been more vigorous, 
perhaps to the point of an alarming 
xenophobia, may be attributed to 
an improved recognition by West 
Germany of its: place and function 
in the new Europe, and to a liberal 
and rational attitude by the coun- 
tries of the West toward the natural 
aspirations of a thriving and pro- 
gressive modern state. 

One of Mr. Humphrey’s major 
topi¢s of discussion with his hosts 
will no doubt be the matter of the 
treaty to curb nuclear proliferation. 
The proposed Russo - American 
agreement has met with unexpect- 
edly actiye opposition from a num- 
ber of non-nuclear countries. West 
Germany’s concern centers around 
its hopes of. developing a non-mili- 
tary nuclear program, and the 
doubts it shares with other coun- 
tries regarding a too-great and per- 
manent dependence on the good 
graces of the two nuclear giants, 
Russia and the United States. 

Mr. Humphrey may have a diffi- 
cult task to assure Bonn that its 
fears in this respect are groundless. 
In any case, the rapidity of global 
developments in all spheres is so 
great in our era that any agree- 
ments on such a fundamental and 
still largely. undeveloped force as 
nuclear power must inevitably be .

T= USUAL RATIONALE FOR 
giving the police power to violate 
citizens’ normal rights of privacy — 
via wire-tapping and electronic 
eavesdropping — is that extraordin- 
ary measures are needed to combat 
lawlessness and particularly the well- 
financed syndicate crime. As a re- 
sult of this attitude legislatures on 
this continent have been reluctant 
to enact laws severely limiting of- 
ficial snoopirig, although the courts 
are generally very chary of accept- 
ing evidence obtained by this means. 
The most invidious aspect of bug- 
ging and wire-tapping is that even 
when there is no evidence presented 
in a court — pdssibly not even a 
chargé laid—the conversations over- 
heard can go into official files and 
build a web of hearsay, gossip and 
rumor around an. individual's repu- 
tation which could be damaging at 
a future date. 
~ ‘Powever, the question that is 
seldom asked in relation to this 
problem is whether a firm prohibi- 
tion of electronic surveillance by 
police forces would really inhibit 
law enforcement. And from one re- 
sponsible official, United States At- 
torney-General Ramsey Clark, the 
answer is a definite no. On the con- 
trary, Mr. Clark told a Senate hear- 
ing last week, a ban on these activ-

These 
appeared in a very successful light 
until East Germany recognized the 
danger to itself and hurriedly, with 
Moscow's assistance, concluded 
twenty-year pacts of friendship and 
mutual assistance with its two Com- 
munist neighbors. 

The result is that West Ger- 
many’s relations with Poland and 
Czechoslovakia must now be de- 
pendent on recognition of East 
Germany, permanent ‘renunciation 
of atomic weapons, and acceptance 
of the Oder-Neisse line. The first 
of these conditions ‘certainly is in 
direct antithesis to Bonn’s policy 
heretofore, so that the West-East 
overtures have suffered a serious 
setback. i 

Also in Mr. Humphrey's agenda 
no doubt will be discussion of 
Franco-German relations; of Britain 
and the Common Market; of trade 
between West Germany and the 
United States, including the Ken- 
nedy Round talks now in their final 
and somewhat disappointing stage.

as a system, The CNR has suffered 
throughiout its history because it was in 
origin not a system but a collection of 
poorly related bankrupt lines. In. recent 
years problems have been aggravated 
because the railways have been declining 
as a miode of transport. Air traffic, in’ 
contrast, has been growing and promises 
to continue to grow at a dramatic rate. 

But Mr. Pickersgill’s argument, what- 
ever its imperfections, is probably as 


- useful as-any — given the government's 


determination to protect Air Canada as 
part of our establishment. It js not 
merely a symbol, like the flag or the 
coat, of arms; it is also one of the few 
‘Crown corporations which actually pays. 
We may go short sometimes of service 
but at last we travel by a line which, in 
Ottawa at least, enjoys high prestige and 


is sufficiently monopolistic to make no” 


demands on the treasury. 

Thus, as in the past so in the future, 
policy is to be built around Air Canada 
and its financial comfort. But there is no 
reason to give up hope. If all goes' well 
there may. from time to time be a few 
crumbs from the table such as those 
which Mr. Pickersgill scattered before us 
at Easter.

‘Let's Not Let Down Our Guard’

| thorities appear skeptical that 
| the recent cooling of China’s 


cultural revolution offers 
much chance of warming up 
relations between the two 
countries, 

From all indications they 
are wletermined to continue 
their policy of vigilance in 
the face of what they consider 
the anti-Soviet bias of Mao 
Tse-tung's explosive move- 
ment. 


Soviet commentaries on the 
dispersal of the Red Guards, 
reopening of Chinese schools 
and suspension of demonstra- 
tions in front of the Russian 
Embassy. in Peking carry 
‘let's not let down our 

guard” overtones.. 

Symptomatic of this atti- 
tude was a withering attack 
on Mao and his followers 


| made by the Communist 


party general secretary, 
Leonid Brezhnev, just before 
the recent Soviet elections. 


Denouncing the “tactical 
manoeuvres” of Peking, 
Brezhnev said: 


“It stands to reason ‘that 
the © (party) _central commit- 


group were “aimed directly 
against our party, our people 
and-our Soviet state.” 

A typical Soviet news com- 
mentary on the turns of the 
Chinese cultural revolutjon 
declared: “The foreign policy 
line proceeding from the re- 
pudiation of peaceful coexist- 
.enee, from the . . . fostering 
of conflicts and from the at- 
tempts to split the interna- 
tional anti . imperialist front 
has not changed by a jot.” 

The so-called ‘‘anti-imperi- 
ist front” is,-in Soviet propa- 
ganda terms, led by interna- 
tional communism. 

For many months after the 
anti-Soviet slant of China’s 
cultural revolution became 
clear, Kremlin ledders car- 


- ried on a swiftly ‘escalating 


campaign to rally the Russian 
people behind a tougher line 
toward Peking. 

There were numerous pub- 
lic meetings to condemn 
“anti . soviet. provocations.”’ 


The Kremlin talked about’ a 
‘new and dangerous phase” 
in Mao's hostile line toward 
Moscow. From many quar- 
ters there were reports— 
never confirmed—of new So- 
viet troop deployments along 
the border with China.
